Support for that stand was still 
evident Monday night when Com- 
missioner Ralph Kirk voted 
against the motion, made by Com-' 
missioner Claude Tindall and ap- 
proved with the votes of Mayor 
Tom Altman and Commissioner 
Kenneth Harris. 

But Tindall, in makirig his mo- 
tion to give Markham another 
week to make arrangements to 
move it, after which time the city 
administration is to’ be instructed 
to demolish the building, said the 
input he’s received from residents 
over the past two weeks has run 
at least 2-1 and possibly 4-1 
against allowing it to remain in 
McDonald Park.

The reason for the disparity is that in all too many cases, 
only one person will speak for a farm-oriented agency or 
group. 

Each and every comment is being read and responded to by 
the Water Management District and all the comments will be 
weighed before the final plan is drafted.

Violence not needed 


Fire bombings are apparently in this week. 

All we don't need in the Glades is the kind of labor strike 
other parts of the country has experienced in which property 
is destroyed and people are threaténed and sometimes hurt or 
even killed. 

We don't need it but that's apparently the direction already 
being taken by the strike at the 3ugar Cane Growers 
Cooperative of Florida, Inc. by members of the International 
Aerospace and Machinists Union. 

As of this writing, two trucks and two'buses have been 
damaged or destroyed, two cane fields have been burned 
before their time, shots have been reportedly fired and fire 
bombs have been thrown at a man's house. 

Tempers flare during an argument and things can really get 
hot when that argument affects the pocketbooks of everybody 
concerned but no pay raise, no marginal improvement of 
working conditions, no union recognition is worth the price of 
a human life. 

And if the present trend continues, it isn't inconceivable 
that could be the ultimate price paid. 

Union organizer William Boydstun said Monday he has 
repeatedly told the pickets during meetings the union doesn't 
condone violence and he wants.a peaceful picket. He denied 
the union had anything to do with the violence so far and said 
such'actions have been taken in the past by other parties to 
discredit the union. 

We may never. know who is to blame because all too often in 
this type of situation the culprits are never caught. 

But in one way, it doesn't really matter who's to blame. 
They know who they are in the first place and in the second 
place when violence does start it can quite often spread to the 
point everyone involved starts resorting to the same type | of 
tactics and no one is exempt. 

And that's what we don't need. 

We don't need destruction of property. We don't need 
threats. We don't need fire bombings. We don't need fights 
of any kind. In short, we don't need a young war all our own. 

Union and management both have tools, legitimate tools, to

“Most of our celery and a 
considerable amount of our leaf 
crops have been severely damaged 
by leafminers this year,” Shuler 
said.

"Dr. Johnson," he said, "will 
discuss how populations of these 
harmful insects can be suppressed 
by parasitic insects"and by other 
nonchemical methods.

The problems inherent in this, 
said Anderson, is that it gives 
state and federal government 
more control over the cities. The 
money is given “with strings at- 
tached,” he said. 

For instance, Anderson pointed 
out that due to federal construc- 
tion guidelines, a building -built 
with federal money involved costs 
the city 25 to 30 percent more 
than if the city did it itself. 

Anderson said it is fortunate 
the city of Belle Glade has no gen- 
eral obligation bonds outstanding 
and is indebted less than $4.5 mil- 
lion in special interest bonds for 
sewer and water. 

He said the city saved over 
$200,000 on sewer bonds over the 
term of the bond by re-issuing the 
bonds when market conditions 
were favorable and thereby ob- 
taining a lower interest rate. 

Changes in the laws affecting 
millage which may be levied de- 
creased the city's millage rate 
from a high of 13 down to its 
present 8.85, he noted, but re- 
evaluation of property which in- 
creased its value means that the 
savings to the taxpayer is limited.
